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REMARKS 

This responds to the Office Action dated April 6, 2007 and the Advisory Action dated 
June 21, 2007. 

Claims 23-27 are canceled. Claims 1-22 and 28-30 are pending in this application and 
were allowed by the Examiner. Applicant believes canceling the claims places the patent
